Sir, 

I  ha  ve  the  honour  to  submit  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  for  transmission  to  the  Eight  Honourable  the 
Secretary  of  State,  the  Medical  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
condition  of  Southern  Nigeria  for  the  year  1910,  with  the  returns 
appended  thereto. 

Medical  Staff. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Staff  consisted  of  the  Principal 
Medical  Officer,  the  Deputy  Principal  Medical  Officer,  two  Sanitary 
Officers,  five  Senior  Medical  Officers  (including  two  Provincial)  and 
07  Medical  Officers  including  four  native  Medical  Officers. 

A  Sanitary  Branch  of  the  Department  was  formed  in  March,  1910, 
and  the  appointment  of  a  Senior  and  Junior  Sanitary  Officer  made  in 

July. 

Two  Medical  Officers  were  transferred  to  other  Colonies. 

One  Medical  Officer  resigned ;  and  the  services  of  one  were 
dispensed  with  at  the  end  of  his  probationary  period. 

Three  Medical  Officers  were  invalided  temporarily. 

Five  Medical  Officers  died, — two  of  climatic  diseases. 

Seven  Medical  Officers  were  appointed  to  the  Stall'. 

II. — New  Medical  Districts  and  Hospital,  etc., 

A  European  Hospital  was  built  at  Opobo  during  the  year. 

One  new  Medical  District,  Itu,  was  created  just  before  the  close 

of  the  year. 

A  temporary  Isolation  Hospital  was  built  at  Calabar. 

At  Ikot-Ekpene  a  new  Native  Hospital  was  built. 

At  Obudu  a  new  Hospital  was  built. 

Three  new  rooms  were  added  to  the  exisisting  buildings  at 
Calabar  Lunatic  Asylum. 

During  the  year  85,237  sick  persons  were  treated  in  the  three 
Provinces.

Small-pox  and  Vaccination. 

The  satisfactory  condition  of  Lagos  Town  as  regards  Small-pox, 
continued  during  1910,  only  17  cases  were  admitted  into  the  Infectious 
Disease  Hospital,  all  of  which  were  infected  outside  Lagos. 

The  usual  Epidemic  out-breaks  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the 
Provinces  and,  many  cases  came  over  the  border  from  Dahomey  ini 
the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

The  influence  of  the  Priesthood  of  the  Small-pox  God  had  its 
usual  baneful  effect — but,  during  the  year,  power  to  deal  with  these 
monsters  was  given  by  Law. 

At  Calabar  no  case  of  Small-pox  occurred  in  the  town. 

In  the  other  districts  of  the  province,  36  cases  of  Small-pox  were 
treated. 

At  Bende,  Aro-Chuku  and  Ahoada,  epidemics  of  Small-pox 
occurred  and  were  properly  and  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

In  the  Central  Province  115  cases  of  Small-pox  were  treated. 

Vaccination. 

Vaccination  has  been  carried  on  in  the  way  prescribed  in* 
previous  Annual  Deports.

There  was  an  increase  of  13,780  in  the  total  number  of  persons 
vaccinated  ;  and  an  increase  of  12,215  in  the  total  number  of  success¬ 
ful  cases. 

In  the  Western  Province,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
number  vaccinated ;  in  Lagos  Town,  and  a  few  of  the  other  larger 
centres,  due  to  some  extent  to  the  diminishing  number  needing  the 
operation. 
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In  the  Eastern  and  Central  Provinces  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number:  but  in  all  the  Provinces  a  vast  number  of  persons  still 
escape  vaccination. 

The  percentage  of  successfuls  for  the  three  Provinces  was  05*3. 

Considering  the  opposition  to  Vaccination  on  the  part  of  the 
majority  of  the  natives,  and  the  effect  of  the  power  wielded  by  the 
Priesthood  of  the  Small-pox  God,  the  results  are,  as  a  whole  encoura¬ 
ging. 

SANITATION. 

CENTRAL  AND  EASTERN  PROVINCES. 

Sanitation  has  been  carried  on,  on  the  lines  given  in  previous 
Reports,  and  much  good  work  has  been  done  during  the  year. 

The  Plague  scare  in  1908,  and  the  Yellow  Fever  scare  in  191 0> 
led  to  extra  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  natives  in  Lagos  and  other 
large  Towns, — the  results  of  which,  in  regard  to  cleanliness  of  com¬ 
pounds,  have  been  maintained. 


In  Lagos,  Calabar,  Opobo,  and  Bonny,  considerable  areas  of 
Swampy  land  were  reclaimed. 


The  Sanitary  Branch  of  the  Medical  Department  was  formed  in 
March,  and  a  Senior  and  Junior  Sanitary  Officer  appointed  in  July: 
much  is  hoped  in  the  cause  of  Sanitation  in  West  Africa  from  this 
action. 


Dr.  Connal  who  made  special  study  of  the  mosquitoes  in  Lagos 
has  reported  that  the  chief  mosquitoes  found  are  Pyretophorus 
costalis,  and  stegomyia  fasciata — (the  latter  found  in  the  houses  in 
the  day,  and  the  former  in  evenings,  nights,  and  early  mornings). 

In  the  water  pots  of  the  natives,  were  found  larvae  of  Stegomyia 
fasciata,  Culex  tigripes  var,  fusca,  C.  Duttoni,  C.  Dissimilis,  and  others. 


Adult  Stegomyise  were  found  to  be  more  common  about  a  week 
after  a  shower  of  rain.  They  come  from  regions  outside  the  town 
limits,  and  seem  to  replenish  the  stock  exhausted  by  the  warfare 
waged  in  the  town  itself. 


The  mosquito  Index,  when  Anti-mosquito  work  was  started 
several  years  ago,  was  cent  per  cent.  When  Dr.  Pickels,  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Officer,  made  his  summary  early  in  August,  we  found  it 
47  °/o\  at  the  end  of  December  it  was  15  'jo. 


Though,  no  doubt,  this  fall  was  in  part  due  to  the  usual  effect  of 
the  dry  season — and  we  must  expect  a  rise  when  the  rains  return — it 
is  certain  that  much  was  due  to  the  greatly  increased  work  that  was 
rendered  possible  by  the  grant  of  £110  per  month  for  that 
special  object,  and,  it  is  clear,  that  there  should  not  be  the  slightest 
relaxation  of  this  most  important  work. 


Water  Supply  and  Drainage. 

There  is  nothing  much  to  be  said  on  this  subject  except  that  the 
work  in  the  Iju  Valley,  to  provide  a  water  supply  of  Lagos  Town,  was 
begun  during  the  year, 


Anti-Malaria  Work. 

The  usual  Anti-Malaria  precautions  have  not,  in  any  way,  been 
relaxed  in  all  the  districts  in  the  Provinces. 
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They  are  Swamp  Reclamation;  the  regular  use  of  quinine  ,  as  a 
Prophylactic  among  Europeans;  destruction  of  mosquito  breeding, 
places  by  oiling  of  such  water  collections  as  cannot  be  drained;  use  of 
mosquito  nets,  use  of  wire  gauze  for  rooms  and  houses,  use  of  quinine 
prophylaxis  among  such,  natives  as  are  willing  to  take  the  drugs, 
and  teaching  and  advice  to  all. 

The  quantity  and  cost  of  the  quinine  issued  gratuitously  during

Anti -Yellow  Fever  Work. 

There  was  an  out-break  of  Yellow  Fever  in  May  on  the  Gold 
Coast  and  Sierra  Leone. 

Special  precautions  were  immediately  taken  in  Lagos. 

In  Forcados,  Calabar,  and  other  Southern  Nigeria  ports  quaran" 
tine  stations  were  put  in  good  order;  increase  in  number  of  mosquito 
gangs  and  of  Sanitay  Inspectors  was  sanctioned. 

Placards  were  posted,  and  leaflets  distributed  in  English  and 
the  vernacular,  in  wdhch  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  the  method 
of  combating  Fellow  Fever  by  attacking  the  Stegomyia,  were  clearly 
and  simply  explained  in  the  three  Provinces,  and  lectures  were 
delivered  to  the  people  on  the  same  subjects  in  various  centres. 

Chief  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries. 

In  the  Lagos  Hospital,  1,364  Natives  and  167  European  patient8 
were  treated  as  In-patients,  as  compared  with  1,519  Natives  and  12^ 
Europeans  in  1909. 

The  Death  rate  of  Europeans  admitted  was  3*5^  (6  deaths) — 6,479 
Natives  out-patients  were  treated  as  compared  with  5,179  in  1909. 

334  major  surgical  operations  were  performed.

The  two  former  are  in  charge  of  Native  Medical  Officers. 

In  the  European  Ward,  Ibadan  Hospital,  89  patients  were  treated 
as  In-patients,  with  no  deaths,  as  compared  with  62  in  1909. 

In  the  Native  Ward  172  patients  were  treated  with  15  deaths  as 
compared  with  187  in  1909  with  8  deaths. 

In  the  out-patients’  Department,  2,597  patients  were  treated  as 
compared  with  2,576  in  1909. 
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There  was  therefore  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  Native  out¬ 
patients  but  an  increase  in  the  number  of  European  cases. 

In  the  Ibadan  Dispensary  2,831  native  patients  were  treated 
including  3  European  patients  as  compared  with  2,597  natives  in  1909. 

At  the  Badagrv  Hospital  (22  Europeans  were  treated  as  out¬ 
patients  as  compared  with  11  in  1909)  45  Natives  as  In-patients  and 
1,116  out-patients  as  compared  with  77  In-patients  and  1,109'  out¬ 
patients  in  1909. 

At  Epe  Hospital  95  In-patients  and  1,160  out-patients,  natives, 
were  treated  as  compared  with  20  Native  In-patients  and  486  out¬ 
patients. 


There  were  24  European  out-patient  cases.

At  the  Calabar  European  Hospital  139  patients  were  treated  fof 
these  82  suffered  from  malarial  fever,  21  official  and  61  non-official) 
as  against  126  in  1909. 

In  the  native  Hospital,  Calabar,  1,114  Native  were  treated  as 
In-patients  and  5,490  were  treated  in  the  out-patients  department,  as 
against  1,186  In-patients  and  4,342  out-patents. 

In  1909  119  surgical  operations  were  performed. 

The  Calabar  prison  Dispensary.  In-patients,  253,— out-patients 

200. 


In  the  New  Barrack  Dispensary  1,564  patients  were  treated,  of 
whom  14  were  Europeans. 

At  Opobo  European  Hospital  only  1  In-patient  was  treated. 

At  the  European  Hospital  at  Warri  51  patients  were  treated. 

At  Onitsha.  European  Hospital  41  In-patients  (14  officials  and  27 
non-officials)  were  treated,  with  5  deaths. 

In  the  Native  Hospital  Onitsha  369  natives  were  treated  and 
4,550  out-patients,  with  43  deaths. 

Invalidings. 

3  Officials  were  invalided  during  the  year  in  the  Western 
Province,  five  in  the  Eastern  Province,  and  10  in  the  Central  Province. 

Leper  Asylums. 

In  the  Onitsha  Leper  Asylum  75  cases  were  treated,  with  6 
deaths. 

In  the  Yaba  Leper  asylum  17  cases  were  treated,  with  1  death. 

Treatment  with  Nastin  is  under  Investigation :  it  is  far  too  early 
yet  to  pronounce  any  opinion  on  it. 
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Lunatic  Asylums. 

In  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Calabar  26  patients  were  treated,  with 
three  recoveries  and  two  deaths. 

During  the  year  529  cases  of  guinea  worm  were  treated  in 
Southern  Nigeria  as  compared  with  739  in  1909  viz : — 

312  in  the  Western  Province  and  217  in  the  Eastern  and  Central 
Provinces. 


Sleeping  Sickness. 

A  case  of  Sleeping  Sickness  occurred  in  the  Western  Province, 
that  of  a  little  girl  infected  at  Fernando  Po.  The  case  is  still  under 
treatment  and  close  observation  in  the  Female  ward  of  the  Lagos 
Hospital  and  will  be  fully  reported  on  at  its  close. 

Filariasis* 

39  cases  were  treated  in  the  whole  Colony  33  in  the  Eastern 
Province  5  in  the  Central  Province  and  1  in  the  Western  Province,  as 
compared  with  34  in  1909.

The  Medical  Officer  at  Mokwa  on  the  Northern  Extension  of 
the  Lagos  Railway  was  moved  to  Bokani  as  this  latter  place  was 
found  to  be  more  central  for  his  work. 


During  the  year,  two  Medical  Officers  succumbed  to  non-climatic 
diseases  and  it  was  unfortunately  found  necessary  to  invalid  two 
more,  both  suffering  from  illnesses  the  result  of  climatic  conditions.

The  Native  population  in  Lagos  estimated  at  53,000  is  increasing 
at  a  rapid  rate  as  the  great  extension  of  the  town  of  Ebute-Metta 
towards  Yaba,  and  also  the  large  influx  into  Lagos  of  strangers 
from  the  Central  and  Eastern  Provinces,  as  well  as  those  from 
Northern  Nigeria,  plainly  shows.  The  establishment  of  the  Hausa 
lines,  for  the  Southern  Nigeria  Regiment,  on  the  Ikoyi  plains,  has 
also  drawn  many  Hausas  to  reside  in  the  neighbourhood.

Eleven  deaths  of  non-Natives  have  been  registered  in  Lagos 
and  two  at  Ebute-Metta. 

Three  of  these  were  Officials,  one  died  from  Hyperpyrexia 
in  an  attack  of  Malarial  Fever,  one  from  Heart  Failure  and  one 
from  Coma  and  Epilepsy  Brain  Tumour.

Only  one  case  of  Sleeping  Sickness  occurred  and  was  treated 
at  the  Lagos  Hospital.  It  was  a  little  girl  who  arrived  in  Lagos  after 
a  residence  for  some  years  in  Fernando  Po,  where  she  had  been 
infected. 

Forty-three  cases  of  Filariasis  were  noted,  thirty-two  in  Lagos 
and  Eleven  at  Outstations. 

In  December  105  patients  admitted  into  Hospital  were  examined 
by  Dr.  Connal  and  in  twenty  one  Micro-Filaria  were  found. 
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Lagos. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Lagos  and  Ebute-Metta  lias  been 
much  improved  during  the  last  year.  The  most  marked  changes 
are  the  new  type  of  latrines,  and  dust-bins,  and  the  general  improve¬ 
ment  of  roads. 

Many  Quarters  for  Officials  have  been  added,  but  still  there 
appears  to  be  insufficient  accommodation  for  the  ever  increasing  staff. 

The  dredger  “Sandgrouse”  has  done  good  work  in  swamp 

filling. 

Water  Supply. — The  Iju  Water  Scheme,  recommended  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  Simpson  in  1909,  has  been  started  in  earnest. 


An  expert  Water  Engineer  with  a  large  gang  of  men  are  now 
hard  at  work  there.  A  camp  has  been  established  at  Iju,  and  a  good 
Motor  Car  road  to  join  it  with  Lagos  is  under  construction. 

Anti-malarial  Work. — In  Lagos  this  has  been  carried  on  by 
the  Lagos  Municipal  Board  of  Health.  The  destruction  of  Mosquito- 
larvce,  which  thanks  to  the  Mosquito-Ordinance  of  1910,  the  sanitary 
officers  have  been  able  to  strenuously  enforce,  has  had  a  wonderful 
beneficial  effect  in  the  lessening  of  mosquitoes.  Prom  August  to 
November  23,  1910,  special  Anti-mosquito  work  was  done  by  Dr. 
Pickels,  Senior  Sanitary  Officer,  assisted  by  a  number  of  Medical 
Officers. 

Quinine  is  used  extensively  by  both  Europeans  and  Natives  as  a 
preventive  against  Malaria. 


It  was  found  that  by  giving  a  full  bottle  of  the  tabloids  at  a 
time  there  was  often  a  waste,  as  all  the  tabloids  were  probably  not 
used  before  a  new  bottle  was  sent  for.  The  drug  was  therefore 
distributed  in  smaller  quantities  (half  a  bottle)  and  although  always 
supplied  when  asked  for  has  dropped  in  quantity,  no  waste  taking 
place.

All  Europeans  use  Mosquito-nets  and  nearly  all  European 
Quarters  have  a  mosquito-proofed  room. 


Lagos  Hospital. — This  popular  Institution  containing  sixty  beds 
has  been  taken  advantage  of  extensively  by  Europeans  and  Natives 
alike;  as  the  number  of  cases  treated  bears  record  (1,531  inpatients). 


The  Native  Wards,  four  in  number,  have  always  been  full ;  and 
it  has  been  necessary  on  occasion  to  put  extra  beds  in  temporarily. 
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The  increasing  population,  both  of  Europeans  and  Natives  will 
soon  require  that  the  Hospital  be  enlarged ;  and  sanction  for  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  European  Ward  has  been  given. 

During  the  year  three  of  the  Native  Wards  have  been  made 
mosquito-proof  and  the  fourth  is  also  being  put  in  that  condition. 

The  European  Ward  has  undergone  certain  repairs,  old  mos¬ 
quito-gauze  having  been  replaced  for  new ;  doors  attended  to,  &c. 

A  new  Kitchen  for  European  patients  have  been  erected  and 
a  room  added  as  a  mess-room  for  Native  Male  Nurses. 

The  Diseases  treated  in  the  Hospital  are  shown  in  the  general 
report  of  diseases. 

There  were  325  operations  on  Natives  and  9  on  Europeans 
performed  during  the  year.  Ill  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 
Six  in  Europeans  and  108  in  Natives. 

Lagoa  Dispensaries. — There  are  two  in  the  town  besides  the  Out¬ 
patient  Dispensary  at  the  Hospital;  viz: — Ereko  and  Massey  Street. 

Large  number  of  Native  patients  are  seen  at  these  Depots; 
the  members  of  the  Police  Force,  are  also  attended  to  at  Ereko, 
which  too  is  a  centre  of  Vaccination. 

The  daily  average  of  patients  seen  at  Ereko  works  out  at  77 
and  at  Massey  Street  Dispensary  at  60. 

Sick  soldiers  of  the  Southern  Nigeria  Regiment  are  treated 
daily  at  the  Lagos  Hospital  Out-patient  Dispensary  and  recruits  are 
also  examined  there. 

Lagos  Prison. — Incomparison  with  the  previous  year  (1909) 
the  health  of  prisoners  was  for  a  time  not  quite  so  good,  although 
the  numbers  do  not  show  a  very  marked  increase  in  the  average.

Over  50 °/0  of  Deaths  were  due  to  Diarrhoea  alone  none  actually 
occurring  from  Dysentery. 
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In  1909  there  were  more  cases  of  Diarrhoea  but  only  one 
proved  fatal ;  showing  it  was  of  a  mild  and  passing  type. 

In  1910  a  different  state  of  affairs  existed  and  a  very  virulent 
form  was  manifested  and  over  80  cases  had  to  be  admitted  to 
Hospital. 

Most  of  these  cases  occurred  amongst  Prisoners  who  were 
imported  from  the  Central  Province  and  Sierra  Leone ;  roughly 
about  75% ;  these  imported  Prisoners  were  already  ill  on  admission, 
and  in  an  extremely  unhealt.hly  state  and  therefore  were  likely  to  be 
affected  by  such  a  change. 

There  was  one  small  outbreak  of  Varicella;  and  11  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  No  other  cases 
occur?  ed  after  that. 


Most  of  the  cases  treated  at  the  Out-patient  Department  were 
of  a  trivial  nature.  For  instance  out  of  the  1,267  cases  treated 
Constipation  and  Colic  accounted  for  ...  ...  ...

Water  Supply. — This  on  the  whole  may  be  considered  as 
satisfactory. 


All  water  supplied  to  the  Prisoners  has  been  boiled. 

Great  care  was  exercised  by  the  Staff  in  preventing  Prisoners 
•drinking  water  that  was  not  so  treated. 

Food. — The  food  has  been  abundant,  of  good  quality,  and  pro¬ 
perly  prepared. 

Delicate  and  infirm  Prisoners  were  in  every  case  put  on  Diets 
suitable  to  their  physical  condition. 

The  preparation  of  the  food  was  inspected  each  day. 

Sanitary  Condition. — The  Prison  in  general  has  been  kept  in  a 
cleanly  condition  ;  and  in  the  “  inspections  ”  made,  everything  was  at 
it  should  be.  The  Prison  Staff  have  rendered  the  Medical  Officer 
every  assistance  in  the  earning  out  of  his  duties. 

Yaba  Lunatic  Asylum. — During  the  year  there  have  been  nine 
admission s-six  males  and  three  females.  This  small  number  was  due 
to  lack  of  accommodation. 


The  discharges  have  been  one  only,  and  that  a  female.  The 
reason  for  this  small  recovery  rate  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  patients 
are  more  or  less  of  a  chronic  type,  holding  out  little  hope  for  cure  or 
relief.  Of  Deaths,  there  have  been  two,  both  males,  one  from 
Exhaustion  ”  from  Acute  Mania;  the  duration  of  his  residence  here 
was  25  days;  the  other  died  from  Pneumonia  and  had  been  here  for 
.17  months.

There  has  been  one  discharge  of  a  male  attendant  for  drunken¬ 
ness  and  three  resignations, -Two  males  and  one  female  left  for 
private  family  reasons.

Dr.  Cole  took  over  from  Dr.  Sieger  in  June.  Dr.  Neale  took 
over  from  Dr.  Cole  in  August.

To  The  Asylum.—' The  corrugated  iron  fencing  round  each  com¬ 
pound  has  been  raised  behind  the  latrines  to  prevent  escapes. 
Corrugated  Iron  has  been  put  up  in  place  of  a  barbed  wire  fence 
along  the  side  adjoining  the  high-road  by  Railway. 

All  locks  on  doors  have  been  replaced  by  ones  suitable  for  an 
Asylum. 

The  doors  have  been  altered  to  open  outwards. 

Two  padded  rooms  have  been  made  one  for  each  side. 

The  windmill  required  frequent  attention  during  the  year. 

To  Medical  Officer's  Bungalow. — The  house  has  been  made 
mosquito-proof  and  springs  put  to  the  doors. 

A  barbed  wire  fence  has  been  put  up  around  Medical  Officer’s 
quarters. 

Small  details  have  been  attended  to  such  as  mending  a  hand  rail, 
replacement  of  a  door  frame  destroyed  by  termites,  and  also  floor 
boards.

Yaha  Leper  Asylum. — The  admissions  during  the  year  have  been 
live-all  males. 

Discharges  were  four  in  number.  Two  of  these  being  prisoners 
who  were  placed  here  to  finish  their  sentences. 

One  man  who  was 
here  only  in  the  period  between  the  in  and  out  going  mail  boats.

The  work  done  by  the  Public  Work «  Department. — has  been 
erection  oi  a  galvanised  iron  fence  round  the  houses  for  Females. 
Repairing  roofs  of  half  the  houses. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  satisfactory,  there  being 
freedom  from  intercurrent  disease. 

Nastin  injections  have  been  used  both  at  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  year  the  results  of  which  have  been  indecisive. 

Ebute-Metta  and  Railway  District  7. — 1 This  station  being  the 
Head-quarters  of  the  rapidly  advancing  Lagos  Railway  is  increasing 
in  importance  and  population. 

The  care  of  the  sanitation  of  Ebute-Metta  and  surroundings  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Lagos. 

The  Medical  Officer  Ebute-metta  also  has  a  second  Dispensary  at 
Apapa,  which  he  visits  three  times  a  week  and  more  often  if  neces¬ 
sary.  A  Dispenser  from  the  Lagos  Hospital  is  in  attendance  at  Apapa 
daily  from  7  to  10  a.m. 

The  Medical  Officer  visits  the  Iju  Water  Works  Camp  fre¬ 
quently.  A  second  Class  Nurse  has  been  lent  to  the  Water  Engineer 
for  his  services  there. 

The  general  health  of  the  Railway  Staff  lias  been  good  during 
the  year. 

There  were  two  deaths  registered  among  Europeans ;  but  one, 
that  of  an  official’s  wife,  was  due  to  an  accident,  and  the  other 
occurred  in  a  patient  who  was  on  his  way  to  Lagos  from  Bokani. 

One  Official  was  permanently  invalided  with  Multiple  Neuritis. 

The  compound,  and  place  generally,  has  always  been  kept  clean. 

Mosquito-nets  are  in  good  order  and  all  Officials  take  Quinine. 

Iddo. — Th  ree  Europeans  reside  here,  two  occupying  a  Bungalow 
and  the  third  a  “  Barrie.” 

Water  is  obtained  from  a  series  of  tanks  collecting  water  off  the 
roof  of  the  Bungalow.  In  the  dry  season  however  these  are  e.npty, 
and  water  is  brought  from  Ebute-Metta  in  Tanks. 

The  Railway  Station  and  surroundings  are  kept  clean  and  in 
order. 


The  Wharf. — Owing  to  the  increased  depth  of  water  over  the  bar 
many  more  steamers  are  unloaded  at  the  wharf,  in  consequence 
slight  casualties  are  more  frequent. 

Two  earth  closets  are  provided  for  clerks  and  passengers  at  the 
Station,  a  water  latrine  under  the  wharf  for  labourers,  and  besides 
there  is  a  large  public  latrine  opposite  the  station. 

Mosquitoes  and  Chiggers  are  common. 

The  Europeans  use  Mosquito-nets  and  take  Quinine. 

Apapa. — This  place  is  increasing  in  population  and  importance. 

The  Model  Village,  for  Kroo-boys  of  the  better  class  and  their 
families,  is  growing,  there  being  now  three  completed  rows  of  build¬ 
ings,  and  a  fourth  is  under  process  of  erection. 

These  buildings  aie  brick  built  with  galvanized  iron  roofs,  with 
front  and  back  verandahs  and  an  outhouse  for  e  ach  family.  Each 
building  is  divided  so  as  to  accommodate  two  families. 

Good  water  is  obtainable  from  a  Well  in  the  vicinity. 
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There  is  a  population  of  21  Europeans,  65  Native  Officials,  and 
530  Native  non-officials  live  here. 

The  European  Quarters  being  all  of  recent  construction  are 
quite  up  to  date  in  sanitary  arrangements,  and  are  constructed  to 
afford  the  maximum  comfort  obtainable  to  the  occupants,  tennis 
Courts,  a  Cricket  Pitch  and  an  attempt  at  a  Golf  course,  also  show 
that  the  evening  exercise,  so  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  health 
here,  is  indulged  in. 

Health  generally  has  been  good. 

fju  Valley  Water  Works  Sam]). — The  camp  is  a  healthy  one, 
well  situated,  and  proper  sanitary  precautions  taken. 

Tire  Medical  Office]-,  Ebute-Metta,  visits  it-  periodically  and  a 
second  Class  Nurse  has  been  borrowed  from  the  Hospital  to  attend 
to  minor  injuries,  and  superintend  tire  cleaning  of  grounds,  &c. 

Aro- Meko  District  and  Railway  District  it. — The  population  of 
this  district  is  40  Europeans  (of  which  37  are  Officials). 

There  were  no  deaths  among  Europeans  during  the  year. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Europeans  at  Aro  is  rain  water  collect¬ 
ed  off  the  roofs  of  houses;  this  is  always  boiled  and  filtered. 

All  Europeans  take  Quinine  and  sleep  under  Mosquito-nets. 

The  sanitary  work  of  the  station  is  done  by  a  sanitary  gang 
under  the  Medical  Officer’s  directions.  The  bush  is  kept  cleared,  all 
rubbish,  &c.,  is  collected  and  burnt  or  buried. 

The  Sanitation  of  Meko  Station  is  done  by  prison  labour  ;  and  at 
Oloke-meji  by  labourers. 

Biting  flies  are  numerous  along  the  River ;  an  occasional  Tse-tse 
fly  is  to  be  seen  at  the  Station  but  they  are  common  in  the  bush  all 
round.  Sand-flies  are  not  common. 

Tabanidse  and  others  are  occasionally  seen. 

During  the  months  of  April  and  May  an  extensive  outbreak  of 
small-pox  occurred  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Abeokuta. 

Only  three  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  in  the  District  (Aro) 
during  the  year. 

There  is  a  Vaccinator  stationed  at  Meko  and  one  on  the  Railway 
Line. 

Ibadan  District. — District  includes  the  Ibadan  Province  (exclud¬ 
ing  the  sub-district  of  Oshogbo  and  the  Railway  IV  between  Ibadan

trade  roads  from  North  and  North  East. 

The  work  is  divided  between  two  Medical  Officers. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  No.  I  District  looks  after  the  Hospital, 
the  Railway  Officials  and  sanitation  of  the  Railway  Station ;  and  the 
Railway  Medical  District  from  Ibadan  to  Ogunshileh— Railway 
District  No.  III. 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  No.  II  District  attends  the  stall,  European 
and  Native,  on  Government  Hill,  attends  daily  at  Town  Dispensary, 
visits  Oyo  and  attends  staff  there,  and  super  vises  the  work  of  the 
Vaccinator;  visits  Iseyin  and  inspects  work  done  by  Vaccinators 
there.

Health  of  Europeans  has  been  on  the  whole  good. 
There  were  three  Officials  invalided  : — 
one  from  Debilitv  and  Gastritis.

There  were  no  deaths  among  Europeans. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Blackwater  Fever  treated  in  the 
Hospital,  one  having  been  sent  from  Oshogbo. 

The  sanitation  of  the  Government  Hill  is  attended  to  by 
prisoners  and  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  chiefs  and  owners  of 
compounds  show  willingness  to  act  on  advice  in  keeping  their 
compounds  clean. 

The  Europeans  derive  their  water  supply  from  rain  water 
caught  off  roofs  of  houses.

The  Residency,  Oyo. 

Oyo. — The  Prison  is  still  in  the  same  unsatisfactory  condition  as 
when  reported  on  for  last  year  but  a  new  prison  is  to  be  erected. 

In  January,  1910  a  disastrous  fire  destroyed  about  a  third  of  the 
town.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  to  keep  certain  large  spaces 
unbuilt  upon,  and  Oyo  is  now  an  extremely  clean  town. 

Water  is  a  great  difficulty,  the  wells  being  insufficient.  There 
are  16  Europeans  living  in  the  Town,  2  Mercantile  Agents,  13 
Missionaries  and  one  Official. 

The  District  Commissioner’s  House  is  mosquito-proofed. 

Three  of  the  Missionaries  use  no  mosquito-nets. 
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Oshogbo-llesha  District. 

(а)  Railway  District  No.  V  from  two  to  Tkirtin. — There  are 
three  European  Officials  stationed  in  the  district,  26  Native 
Officials  and  9  Police.  The  Railway  Stations  are  kept 
clean  and  water  is  laid  on  for  passengers  and  is  much 
appreciated  by  them.  The  general  health  on  the  Railway 
Staff  has  been  good. 

One  slight  attack  of  Blackwater  Fever  occurred  in  a 
European,  the  patient  was  taken  to  the  Ibadan  Hospital 
and  made  a  good  recovery.  The  European  Railway  Officials 
all  take  Quinine  and  use  Mosquito-nets. 

(б)  Oshogbo  Town  and  District. — Two  European  Government- 

Officials  live  here  and  28  other  Native  Government 
Employees.  The  health  of  all  has  been  excellent. 

The  District  Commissioner  and  Medical  Officer’s 
Quarters,  the  Jail  and  Gang  drivers  quarters  have  been 
erected  during  the  year.  The  District  Commissioner  and 
Medical  Officer’s  Quarters  are  combined  in  one  house  with 
a  common  “  shop-room  ”  but,  with  separate  kitchens, 
outhouses,  &c. 

The  jail  is  never  over  full  and  is  quite  satisfactory 
from  a  sanitary  point  of  view. 

The  health  of  prisoners  during  the  year  has  been 
excellent. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

There  are  seven  Europeans  stationed  here  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  trading  firms  and  a  C.M.S.  Missionary  and  his 
wife. 

The  water  suppty  is  derived  from  Wells,  Tanks  and 
streams  which  run  through  the  Town.  The  first  two 
supply  excellent  water  the  third  is  only  used  by  Natives 
only. 

llesha  Residency  and  District. — The  residency  at  Ilesha  is 
situated  on  the  top  of  a  hill  some  2,000  feet  above  sea  level  as  is  the 
Rest  House  for  visitors.  Some  400  feet  below  on  a  level  piece  of 
ground  are  the  Jail,  Clerk’s  Quarters,  &c. 

The  health  of  the  District  Commissioner  and  Staff  has  been  good. 
No  cases  of  serious  illness  occurred. 

There  is  an  excellent  spring  of  water  some  200  yards  from 
the  Jail. 

There  are  very  few  mosquitoes,  it  appears  to  be  too  cold  for 
them. 

Public  Works  and  Road  Department . — There  are  four  Motor 
roads  in  various  stages  of  construction  and  four  Europeans  are 
engaged  on  this  work. 

Their  health  has  been  good. 

One  European  Officer  was  sent  to  Ibadan  with  functional 
Cardiac  weakness  and  thence  invalided  home. 

Vaccination  is  carried  on  in  the  Oshogbo-Ilesha  District  by 

a)  Two  Government  Staff  Vaccinators  who  travel  about  from 
village  to  village,  vaccinating  in  each  place  in  Ilesha ; 
and  by 

(2)  Ibadan  Native  Council  Vaccinators  in  the  Oshogbo  region 
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A  large  number  of  Natives  have  thus  been  vaccinated. 

The  Glossina  Palpalis  is  found  everywhere  in  abundance. 

The  limits  of  the  belt  have  not  been  found. 

All  the  country  is  sleeping-sickness  free  ;  a  doubtful  case  occurred 
in  a  native  of  Northern  Nigeria.  It  was  lost  sight  of  unfortunately. 

Ondo. — The  European  population  consists  of  two  Officials  and 
nine  Non-Officials. 

The  Native  population  is  estimated  at  250,000. 

Mosquito-nets  are  used  by  all  the  Europeans,  and  are  also 
exceedingly  popular  among  the  Natives. 

There  are  no  Mosquito-proof  rooms  in  the  District. 

No  Europeans  were  invalided. 

The  water  supply  is  abundant  and  good.  There  are  numerous 
streams  from  which  the  people  get  their  water. 

Epe. — The  European  population  consists  of  twenty-one  of  which 
three  are  Officials. 

The  estimated  population  is  15,000. 

All  Europeans  use  Mosquito-nets  and  take  Quinine. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  among  the  Europeans  during  the 
year  and  no  in vali dings. 

The  water  supply  of  official  Quarters,  prison  and  hospital  is 
derived  from  rain  water  caught  fro  in  the  roof  of  houses  and  there  is 
one  good  protected  covered  Well  besides. 

There  are  two  water  latrines  on  the  Lagoonside,  always  kept  in 
good  order. 

.  A  slaughter-house  built  of  brick  and  concrete  is  satisfactory  and 
is  maintained  in  good  order  by  the  Government  labourer. 

Jebu-Ode. — is  visited  once  a  month  by  the  Medical  Officer  from 
Epe.  Two  Europeans  resile  here— an  Official  and  Non-Official. 

The  Government  Official  is  dependent  for  his  water  supply  on 
rain  water  caught  in  tanks.  The  Natives  in  the  town  use  streams. 
The  European  take  all  prophylactic  precautions  against  contracting 
Malaria. 

There  are  no  mosquito-proof  rooms  or  houses  in  this  district. 

The  prison  is  kept  clean  and  sanitary,  the  prisoner  have  generally 
had  good  health.  One  death  occurred  among  them  during  the  year 
from  Cardiac  (valvular)  disease. 

Badagry. — The  European  population  is  1 6  of  which  2  are  Officials. 

The  Europeans  have  kept  good  health.  There  were  no  deaths 
and  no  invalidings.

In  the  Hospital  there  were  four  deaths  during  the  year  all  from 
-climatic  causes. 

The  town  has  been  kept  clean  and  sanitary. 

There  is  a  good  slaughter  house  at  the  water  side  and  no  where 
else  is  the  killing  of  animals  permitted. 

During  the  year  the  prison  was  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  four 
cells. 

Offa. — This  station  although  in  Northern  Nigeria  is  on  the  open 
lines  of  the  Railway. 

The  European  population  numbers  14  Officials  and  no  European 
Non-officials,  Native  Officials  60,  Non-officials  about  4,000. 

No  deaths  among  European  Officials.  One  European  Official  was 
invalided  from  Malaria  Debility. 

During  the  year  two  European  Officials  were  treated  in  the 
hospital-  one  from  Blackwater  Fever. 

All  Europeans  take  Quinine  Regularly  and  sleep  under  mosquito- 
nets.  There  are  no  mosquito-proof  rooms  in  the  district. 

The  European  Quarters  are  away  from  the  native  town.  Much 
draining  and  filling  in  has  been  done  during  the  year. 

Mosquito  are  not  numerous  but  sand-flies  very  troublesome. 

The  Europeans  use  rain  water  for  drinking  and  culinary  purposes, 
for  other  purposes  they  use  well  water  which  is  fairly  good  but  muddy. 

The  Northern  Extension. — Jebba,  Bokani  and  Wuterrie. 

There  are  three  Medical  Officers  stationed  here  one  at  Jebba  and 
one  each  at  the  camps  of  Bokani  and  Wuterrie. 

The  station  at  Jebba  has  bean  improved  very  much  during  the 
year.  Government  Hill  has  been  cleared  of  bush  and  grass,  water 
tanks  and  gutters  of  all  the  bungalows  have  been  washed  and  cleaned. 

The  swamps  to  the  North-West  of  Government  Hill  have  been 
drained. 

Two  roads  from  Government  Hill  to  the  village  have  been  rebuilt. 

The  European  population  of  Jebba  is  31,- — 29  Officials  agd  2  Non¬ 
officials. 

The  Native  population  is  estimated  at  5,000. 

There  was  one  death  among  the  European  Officials — the  cause 
being  non-climatic. 

Four  Officials  were  invalided — two  from  climatic  and  two  from 
non-climatic  causes. 

Quinine  is  used  by  all  Europeans  regularly  and  all  sleep  under 
Mosquito-nets. 

There  are  eight  bungalows  on  the  Hill,  not  counting  the  General 
Offices,  and  nearly  all  are  mosquito-proofed  but  the  fitting^  of  the 
doors  and  windows  are  bad,  and  there  are  spaces  often  half-an-inch 
between  the  floor  boards  of  the  mosquito-proofed  rooms. 

All  stagnant  water  has  been  treated  with  kerosine ;  10/'  worth 
has  been  used  during  the  year. 

The  sanitation  of  Jebba  is  excellent  and  is  carried  out  by  Railway 
labourers.  There  are  proper  brick  and  grass  latrines. 
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The  refuse  from  the  latrines  is  removed  twice  daily  and  buried 
in  shallow  trenches  on  a  site  below  the  hill  and  that  from  the  dustbins 
is  burnt. 

Twenty-two  dustbins  and  85  latrine  pans  are  dealt  with  every 

dav. 

V 

In  Wuterrie  there  are  20  European  Officials  and  6  Non-official’s. 
There  were  no  deaths  among  Europeans  and  no  invalidings. 

Small-Pox  and  Vaccination. 

1.  The  work  of  Vaccination  has  been  going  on  steadily.  32 
Government  Vaccinators  are  employed  in  Lagos  and  the  large  centres 
of  population,  from  these  they  work  the  surrounding  villages.  At 
Ibadan  however,  trained  natives  of  the  place  are  supplied  by  the 
Ibadan  Native  Government. 

They  are  scattered  about  the  Ibadan  and  Oshogbo  country  in  all 
the  larger  towns. 

One  of  the  Government  Vaccinators  is  also  employed  to  vac¬ 
cinate  along  the  Railway  Line. 

In  all  75,091  persons  Were  vaccinated  during  the  year  by  the 
Government  Vaccinators  and  of  these1  43,981  were  successful. 

2.  In  January  a  serious  outbreak  of  Small-pox  occurred  at 
Abeokuta.  The  disease  spread  rapidly  and  caused  great  havoc. 

It  was  estimated  that  in  January  and  February  there  were  100 
deaths  a  week.  A  Medical  Officer,  six  Vaccinators  and  a  Sanitary 
Inspector  were  sent  up  to  help  the  Egba  Government. 

Firm  measures  were  taken  in  combating  the  disease  and  strong 
action  against  the  Priests  of  the  Small-pox  God  and  the  Egba  Govern¬ 
ment  were  induced  to  expel  these  men.  Four  Vaccination  centres 
were  established  and  vaccination,  and  sanitation  was  rigorously 
enforced.  The  epidemic  abated  in  March,  and  practically  ended  in 
June.  From  the  24th  February  (the  date  the  Lagos  Vaccinators 
arrived)  to  the  30th  July,  30,146  people  were  vaccinated. 

3.  A  list  of  Vaccinations  done  in  the  Province  is  attached. 

Yellow  Fever.  —An  outbreak  was  reported  at  Sekondi  in  May 
14th,  1910,  and  from  Freetown,  Sierra  Leone,  on  the  16th  of  the  same 
month. 

Immediate  steps  for  protection  were  taken  at  Lagos  in  view  of  a 
possible  invasion.  The  old  Quarantine  Station  that  had  been  prepared 
when  the  Plague  was  threatening  Lagos  in  1908  was  again  had 
resource  to.  A  barbed  wire  fence  was  re-erected  round  the  station. 
Two  houses  were  built  as  police  quarters  for  the  accommodation  of 
twelve  men ;  while  three  guard  houses  were  erected.  New  brick  and 
cement  floors  were  put  in  the  male  wards.  A  new  mosquito  proof 
hospital  was  built,  of  wood  with  a  corrugated  iron  roofing,  and 
divided  into  equal  parts,  with  accommodation  for  six  patients  in  each 
ward.  Three  tanks  were  erected  to  catch  the  rain  water,  and  a  well 
was  dug  in  the  enclosure. 

Two  large  extra  sheds  were  erected  with  cement  floors  for  the 
accommodation  of  suspected  people  under  Quarartine. 

Kitchens  and  latrines  were  also  added.  A  jetty  was  thrown  out 
for  landing  of  food,  &c.  Pools  and  swamps  in  the  vicinity  were  filled 
in  and  bush  cut  down. 

At  the  same  time  leaflets  were  distributed,  lectures  given,  and 
town  criers  sent  round  telling  people  the  importance  of  the  des¬ 
truction  of  Stegomyia.

1.  The  Provincial  Statistics  show  that  throughout  the  Province 
during  the  year  1910,  the  number  of  cases  treated  were  25,040 
comprising  859  Europeans  and  2*1,181  Natives. 

During  the  year  1,521  cases  of  Malaria  Fever  passed  through  the 
Medical  Officer’s  hands  of  which  5  proved  fatal. 


Accurate  information  regarding  the  number  of  births  and  deaths 
during  the  year  is  wanting. 

Anti-malarial  work  done  throughout  the  Province  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  Bush  clearing,  filling  in  swamps,  draining  those  unable 
to  be  filled,  has  been  widely  carried  out. 


A  large  amount  of  Kerosine  has  been  used  in  places  where  larvae 
have  been  found  breeding.

Mosquito  nets  or  mosquito-proof-rooms,  are  used  by  practically 
all  the  Europeans  and  the  majority  take  quinine  as  a  prophylaxis. 

At  Onitsha  the  whole  of  the  Azala  Hill  has  been  cleared  and  the 
top  terraced  and  planted  with  Bahama  grass  which  is  a  great 
improvement. 

7.  All  gutters  round  the  roofs  of  houses  have  been  pierced 
where  they  sag  and  a  Sanitary  Gang  goes  round  every  week  to  clear 
out  any  water  that  might  be  lying  in  them. 

All  tanks  have  been  mosquito  proofed. 

8.  Most  of  the  official  bungalows  have  at  least  one  mosquito  proof 
rooms  and  some  of  the  merchants  have  their  houses  mosquito  proofed.

The  water  is  always  boiled  and  filtered  before  use. 

Forcadoi s : — Tank  water  is  used  but  the  supply  is  limited.  In 
the  dry  season  well  water  has  to  be  used  but  it  is  of  very  poor 
quality. 

»S apele  : — Tank  and  River  water  both  good.

Provincial  Medical  Office, 
'Calabar,  Southern  Nigeria, 
January  18th,  1911. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Department,  of  the  Eastern  Province,  for  the  year  1910,  based  on 
those  from  each  Medical  District. 

I.— MEDICAL  STAFF. 

1.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  staff  consisted  of  the  Provincial 
Medical  Officer,  one  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  sixteen  Medical 
Officers. 

2.  During  the  year,  seven  Medical  Officers  served  on  Military 
Patrols,  One  Medical  Officer  was  appointed  to  a  new  Medical 
District ;  Three  Medical  Officers  died. 

II. — NEW  MEDICAL  DISTRICTS  AND  HOSPITALS. 

1.  One  new  Medical  District,  ITU,  was  created,  which  includes 
several  important  native  towns,  (in  December.) 

2.  A  temporary  Isolation  Hospital  was  established  at  Calabar, 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  some  little  way  below  the  town,  in 
a  clearing  one  hundred  yards  square.  The  reclaimed  ground  is  well 
above  water  level. 

3.  An  excellent  Dispensary  at  Opobo  7 own  was  completed  and 
is  a  great  boon  to  the  inhabitants,  who  appriciate  the  services  of  an 
European  Doctor. 

4.  At  Ikot-Ekpene  a  new  Native  Hospital  was  constructed, 
more  ample  accommodation  is  thus  provided  for  the  large  apprecia¬ 
tive  number  of  natives  who  seek  admission  for  hospital  treatment. 

5.  At  Obudu  a  new  Hospital  was  built  of  bricks,  and  is  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  station,  where  the  natives  are  beginning  to 
appreciate  European  methods  of  treatment. 

In  fact  I  may  state  here  the  station  was  entirely  rebuilt  during 
the  year. 

(5.  The  Dispensary  at  Okigwi  was  destroyed  by  lightning ;  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  is  being  rapidly  proceeded  with. 

7.  At  Bende  a  new  and  better  site  for  the  native  hospital  has 
been  selected  and  building  operations  will  be  commenced  early  in 
1911. 

8.  At  Degema  a  brick  Mortuary  was  constructed  by  the  river 

side. 

9.  At  Calabar  Lunatic  Asylum  three  new  rooms  were  added 
do  the  present  existing  buildings.  Two  new  Latrines  were  also 
built.  The  water  supply  of  the  Asylum  is  now  pipeborne,  the  old 
system  of  tanks  being  abolished.

III.— REVIEW. 


1.  26,052  sick  persons  were  treated  in  the  Province.  Among 
these,  the  chief  causes  of  illness  with  the  number  of  case  were:  — 
2,203  cases  of  Malarial  Fever;  312  cases  of  Dysentery;  3,003  cases  of 
the  Ailmentary  System;  2,128  cases  of  the  Respiratory  System;  532 
cases  of  disease  of  the  Nervous  System;  2,141  cases  of  Rheumatism; 
538  cases  of  Varicella;  936  due  to  Parasites. 

2.  In  addition  to  the  above  figures  26  Lunatics  were  treated  in 
the  Oalabar  Asvlum. 

t / 

3.  Small-pox  and  Vaccination.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that 
nofc  a  single  case  of  this  disease  occurred  or  originated  in  Oalabar 
Town. 

In  other  Districts  of  the  Province  we  were  not  quite  so  fortunate, 
cases  were  reported  from  Bende,  Aro-Chuku  Uyo,  Itu,  lkom,  Opobo, 
and  Ahoada.  The  outburst  at  Ahoada  where  the  “Juju”  Small-pox 
“  Doctors  ”  have  so  great  an  influence — was  somewhat  severe.  It  was, 
however,  happily  stamped  out.  It  will  be  remembered  that  a  similar 
epidemic  occurred  last  year  in  this  Degema  District,  and  that  the 
Small-pox  “  Doctors  ”  were  in  a  great  measure  responsible  for  the 
outbreak,  as  they  innoculated  healthy  people  from  Small-pox  cases, 
thus  spreading  the  disease.  Small-pox  does  not  appear  to  be  so 
prevalent  as  in  former  years  ;  this  must  be  attributed  to  the  benefi¬ 
cial  results  of  Vaccination. 

4.  Vaccination  work  was  carried  on  with  much  success  during 
the  year,  showing  a  very  large  increase  as  compared  with  1909. 

5.  The  following  are  the  figures  showing  the  total  number 
vaccinated  with  “  successful s  — 

Total  Vaccinated.  Successful. 

1910  47,054  37,663 

1909  18,668  11,640 

The  number  recorded  as  “successful”  is  in  all  probability  far 
below  the  actual  figures,  as  many  persons  vaccinated  do  not  return 
for  inspection. 

The  natives  are  gradually  becoming  familiar  with  the  value  of 
Vaccination  as  a  protection  against  Small-pox,  and  in  many  Districts 
show  great  eagerness  when  presenting  themselves  to  the  Medical 
Officer. 

6.  Varicella.  Cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  at  Bende 
Ikot-Ekpene,  and  Calabar.  In  Calabar  Prison  there  was  an  outbreak, 
the  disease  having  been  introduced  by  prisoners  upon  transfer  from 
the  Bende  and  Ikot-Ekpene  Districts. 

Precautionary  measures  have  been  taken  to  prevent  such  an 
occurrence  in  the  future. 

Measles.  A  few  cases  (5)  were  reported  in  Duke  Town,  Calabar. 

8.  Beri-Beri.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  that  not  a  single 
case  is  recorded  in  the  Calabar  Prison,  this  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
the  improved  diet  scale  and  the  excellent  sanitary  conditions  which 
now  exist.  Only  4  cases  are  reported  in  the  Province. 


IV.— SANITATION. 

1.  Throughout  the  Province  Sanitation  Work  was  carried  on 
with  great  activity,  upon  the  lines  mentioned  in  past  reports. 
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2.  Owing  to  an  outbreak  of  Yellow  Fever  on  the  Gold  Coast 
and  at  Sierra  Leone,  special  precautionary  measures  were  under¬ 
taken  and  the  result  was,  a  decided  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
condition  of  all  Districts. 

3.  Considerable  areas  of  swamp  land  were  reclaimed  at  Calabar, 
Opobo,  and  Bonny,  at  the  latter  station  12,824  square  yards  of  swamp 
was  reclaimed. 

During  the  year  2  Destructors  were  erected  at  Calabar,  and 
have  proved  invaluable  in  dealing  with  the  general  dry  combustible 
refuse  of  the  Town. 

V.— WATER  SUPPLY  AND  DRAINAGE. 

SEWAC4E  disposal. 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  province  is  chiefly  from  springs.  An 
excellent  and  unlimited  supply  exists  in  at  least  9  stations,  in  others 
tanks  for  receiving  and  storing  water  are  mainly  relied  upon.  Much 
attention  and  care  has  been  devoted  to  the  mosquito-proofing  of 
tanks,  many  of  them  are  provided  with  interceptors  and  strainers. 
Eave-gutters  have  been  drilled,  in  order  to  prevent  collections  of 
water  where  Mosquitoes  breed  so  freely. 

2.  The  Calabar  water-supply  continues  to  give  every  satis¬ 
faction  both  as  regards  quantity,  which  is  unlimited,  and  quality, 
which  is  excellent. 

3.  At  Opobo  and  Degema  new  wells  have  been  sunk. 

_  • 

4.  The  sewage  disposal  system  in  vogue  is  the  dry-earth  pan, 

with  daily  burial  of  the  sewage  in  trenches ;  in  some  stations,  the 
pans  are  emptied  into  the  sea,  or  central  current  of  the  large  tidal 
rivers,  at  ebb-tide. 

YI.  PARASITES  AND  BITING  INSECTS. 

1.  Guinea  Worm.  In  the  Tables  of  Diseases  are  recorded  182 
cases,  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  soldiers  of  the  S.  N.  Regiment 
were  the  chief  sufferers,  the  infection  in  all  probability  being 
acquired  during  the  Military  Operations  in  1909.  Abakaliki,  Ikom, 
Obudu,  and  Owerri  record  the  greater  number  of  cases.  In  the 
Calabar  Return  37  cases  are  shown,  but  it  is  a  noteworthy  fact  ail  of 
them  were  imported. 

2.  The  presence  of  Glossina  Palpalis  is  generally  reported 
throughout  the  Province.  G.  Moresitans  is  recorded  at  Obudu. 

3.  Tabanidae,  Simulidse,  and  the  Culicidm  are  widely  spread 
throughout  the  Province. 

4.  On  Table  II,  are  recorded  8  cases  of  Filaria  and  4  cases  of 
the  micro-filaria  Nocturna,  1  case  of  F.  Yolulus  is  also  recorded. 

Upon  turning  to  Table  III.  Filarlasis,  it  will  be  noted  that 
31  cases  are  shown  as  having  occured  amongst  Natives;  on  the  same 
Table  under  Europeans,  2  additional  cases  are  recorded  making  a 
total  of  33. 


YII.— ANTI-MALARIA  WORK. 

1.  All  Districts  Reports  show  that  a  most  energetic  and  conti¬ 
nuous  campaign  has  been  carried  on  against  the  “  carrier  ”  of  this 
disease.  The  clearing  of  “  bush  ”  and  rank  vegetation,  reclamation 
of  swamp,  destruction  of  mosquito  breeding  places,  the  use  of 
kerosene  oil  for  collections  of  water  which  cannot  be  otherwise 
treated,  the  lilling  in  of  surface  depressions,  the  use  of  Anti-Mos¬ 
quito  wire-gauze  for  rooms  and,  houses,  and  the  use  of  quinine  as  a 
prophylactic  were  the  chief  measures  undertaken. 
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2.  At  Abakaliki  two  mosquito-proof  rooms  have  been  provided. 
This  I  regard  as  one  of  the  best  anti-malaria  measures  we  possess  in 
this  country,  where  the  enormous  area  of  the  Mosquito  breeding- 
ground  precludes  complete  destruction  of  the  adult  Mosquitoes.  The 
comfort,  and  protection  against  diseases  carried  by  house  flies  and 
other  insects,  which  result  from  the  use  of  this  wire-guaze  are  most 
important  additional  reasons  for  its  universal  employment. 

3.  The  quantity  and  cost  of  the  quinine  issued  to  Natives  gratui¬ 
tously  during  the  year,  for  prophylactic  use  alone  was  as  follows: 

275,67 1  grains  at  a  cost  of  £39  6s.  OJd. 

in  addition,  125,000  grains  at  a  cost  of  £21  5s.  9d.  was  issued  to 
European  Officials.  The  following  quantity  was  also  sold  to  Euro¬ 
pean  Non-Officials  for  prophylactic  use  alone 

52,090  grains  at  a  cost  of  £8  11s.  Id. 

4.  I  may  remark  that  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
issue  of  this  drug  gratuitously  to  all  children  attending  Government 
schools.  This  will  have  the  effect  of  destroying  the  malarial  parasite 
in  children,  50°/o  of  whom  harbour  this  parasite. 

5.  Kerosene  oil.  55^  gallons  were  used  for  “painting”  collec¬ 
tions  of  water,  at  a  cost  of  £4  6s.  3d. 

VIII.— ANTI- YELLOW  FEVER  WORK. 

1.  Information  was  received  in  the  month  of  May  that  Yellow 
Fever  had  appeared  on  the  Gold  Coast  and  Sierra  Leone,  in  an 
epidemic  form.  In  order  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  this  disease, 
energetic  measures  were  immediately  adopted  :  especially  in  the  chief 
littoral  stations. 

2.  The  chief  features  of  the  precautionary  work  were,  Quaran¬ 
tine  restrictions,  the  erection  of  quarantine  station  Isolation  Hospital, 
visitation  of  all  ships,  inspection  of  crews  and  passengers,  etc., 
popular  lectures  were  given,  and  leaflets  distributed,  to  the  people 
informing  them  of  the  serious  nature  of  the  disease,  its  gravitj^  and 
prevention. 

Destruction  of  Mosquitoes  and  the  abolition  of  their  breeding 
places,  clearing  of  all  bush  and  rank  vegetation,  house  to  house 
visitation,  was  rigorously  carried  out,  special  attention  being  paid  to 
receptacles  capable  of  containing  water  and  forming  a  potential 
breeding  ground  for  the  Stegomyia  Mosquito  the  carrier  of  this 
disease. 

3.  The  result  of  the  work  done  was  most  beneficial,  the  general 
sanitary  condition  being  greatly  improved.  In  Calabar  Town  2  extra 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  a  gang  of  30  men  were  specially  employed, 
and  every  house  vTas  inspected  and  cleaned  out. 

IX.— CHIEF  HOSPITALS,  DISPENSARIES,  &  ASYLUMS. 

1.  Calabar  European  Hospital.  During  the  year,  139  patients 
were  treated,  (of  these  82  suffered  from  Malarial  Fever,  21  Officials 
and  61  Non-Officials)  as  against  126  in  1909. 

2.  St.  Margarets  Native  Hospital  Calabar.  1,114  Natives  were 

treated  as  In-patients;  and  5,490  were  treated  in  the  Out-patients 
department;  as  against  1,186  In-patients  and  4,342  Out-patients  in 
1909.  119  Surgical  Operations  wrere  performed  as  against  90  in  1909. 

3.  The  Calabar  Prison  Dispensary.  Inpatients  253 ;  Out¬ 
patients  200. 

4.  The  New  barrack  Dispensary.  1,564  patients  were  treated 
of  whom  14  were  Europeans. 
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5.  Hospital  for  infectious  Diseases,  Calabar.  200  cases  of  Vari¬ 
cella,  and  15  cases  of  Measles  were  treated. 

6.  At  Opobo,  European  Hospital,  only  one  In-patient  was 
treated. 

Prisons. 

It  is  most  satisfactory  to  record  that  Beri-Beri  which  at  one 
time  was  a  scourge  in  the  Calabar  Prison  has  been  conspicuous  by 
its  absence. 

Cases  of  so-called  Dysentery  were  reported  during  the  year,  and 
at  least  one  outbreak  was  traced  to  the  introduction  of  extraneous 
substances  into  the  food. 

The  most  noteworthy  feature  of  prison  work  during  the  year, 
was  the  abolition  of  overcrowding,  increased  accommodation  and 
ventilation,  and  the  improved  scale  of  diet  now  universal  in  the 
prisons  of  this  Province.  The  excellent  health  enjoyed  must  be 
attributed  to  these  improvements. 


X.— INVALIDING^. 

Five  officials  were  invalided  and  12  Non-Officials  making  a 
total  of  17. 

XI.— LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 

During  the  year  26  patients  were  treated  with  three  recoveries 
and  two  deaths.

1.  I  attach  special  Tables  on  Vital  Statistic  (  l  to  X  )  compiled 
from  information  furnished  by  the  Calabar  Registrar. 

The  Native  population  of  the  Eastern  Province  is  about  2,500,000. 
The  European  population  is  421. 


The  total  number  of  Native  deaths 


registered  in  Calabar  was  54. 


The  District  Medical  Officer’s  Returns  however  show  284.  It  is 
impossible  to  get  anything  approaching  the  real  figures,  but  the  system 
of  registration  introduced  into  the  Districts  may  be  expected  to  give 
a  more  accurate  estimate  next  year. 


In  Calabar  4  European  deaths  were  registered,  in  addition  5 
others  occurred  in  the  Province  making  a  total  of  9.

ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  THE  WORK  DONE 
IN  THE  LABORATORY  FOR  THE  YEAR  1910. 


The  work  of  this  year  has  practically  been  all  done  in  the  first 
six  months,  as  I  went  on  leave  of  absence  on  the  21st  June  and 
returned  on  the  25th  November,  the  Laboratory  being  shut  up  in 
the  interval. 

2  Water  Analysis  4$  samples  of  water  were  received  from 
various  places  in  the  Colony  and  analysed.  37  of  these  were  sent  in 
by  the  Railway  Department  and  7  were  done  for  Mr.  Peet,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Lagos  Water  Supply  from  the  Iju  River.  The 
other  places  from  which  samples  were  sent  were  Iddo,  Ebute-Metta 
and  Yaba  (25  samples) ;  Oshogbo  (10  samples) ;  Forcados  (3  samples) 
Calabar  (1  sample' ;  Okwoga  (1  sample) ;  Oshun  River  (1  sample);  and 
Mokwa  (1  sample). 

3.  Chemico  Legal : — 5  post-mortem  specimens  were  received 
from  the  M.  O.  Owerri,  and  2  specimens  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Police  for  examination,  and  my  attendance  in  Court  was  required  by 
the  Coroner  on  2  occasions  to  give  evidence. 

1.  Gastonia  Department: — 25  samples  of  spirits  were  examined,.- 
of  which  10  were  gin,  5  brandy  and  liqueurs,  2  whisky,  6  rum  and  2 
a  Compound  Spirits.  1  sample  of  Rubber  was  examined  for  the 
Inspector  of  Produce,  and  pronounced  to  be  of  very  inferior 
quality.  1  sample  of  matches  was  examined  and  found  to  be  made 
from  yellow  Phosphorus,  which  matches  are  not  now  allowed  to  be 
imported.  11  samples  of  tinned  foods  were  also  examined  under 
the  Adulteration  of  Foods  Ordinance  and  found  to  be  of  fair  quality. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Work:— 2  samples  of  tinned  milk  were 
examined  for  the  Medical  Department  with  a  view  to  their  suit¬ 
ability  for  use  in  the  Hospital.  3  samples  Coal  were  analysed  for  the 
Marine  Department,  one  being  a  sample  of  recently  discovered 
Nigerian  Coal.  1  sieves  were  measured  and  sands  examined  with  them 
in  connection  with  the  experimental  filter  beds  for  the  Lagos  Water 
Supply  from  the  Iju. 

6  Agricultural  Show,  1910 : — On  my  return  from  leave  at  the 
end  of  November,  I  was  appointed  to  assist  at  the  Plantations  Produce 
Section  (“B”)  of  the  Show,  and  my  time  during  the  Show  week 
was  spent  almost  exclusively  on  the  grounds  supervising  the  recep¬ 
tion  and  tabling  of  the  exhibits,  over  1,100  being  handled. 
After  the  Show  a  few  more  days  were  occupied  in  assisting  to  see  all 
these  exhibits  returned  to  their  owners  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 
and  a  report  on  the  work  with  suggestions  for  future  Shows  was 
submitted.  The  Manager  of  the  Show  (Mr.  Birtwistle)  sent  12  of 
the  exhibits  (prize  Maize,  rice  and  other  seeds)  to  the  Laboratory  to 
be  fumigated  to  destroy  weevils  and  other  parasites  present,  as  these 
exhibits  were  to  be  preserved  for  future  reference. 

7.  Special  Investigation: — Experiments  were  begun  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  investigating  the  question  as  to  the  best  means  of  des¬ 
troying  weevils  infesting  the  Maize  of  this  Colony,  having  regard  to 
conditions  existing  locally.  As  a  Clayton  machine  was  stationed  in 
Lagos  it  was  considered  advisable  to  find  out  in  the  first  place 
whether  it  could  be  utilised  for  the  destruction  of  weevils  on  a 
large  scale.  This  consideration  led  to  these  experiments  so  far  as 
they  went  being  confined  to  investigating  the  effects  of  Sulphur 
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Dioxide  gas  (from  burning  Sulphur,  called  the  Clayton  gas)  on  the 
weevil  and  on  the  maize.  A  report  on  these  experiments  up  to  the 
time  I  went  on  leave  was  submitted  and  while  on  leave  at  the 
request  of  His  Excellency  I  endeavoured  to  find  out  if  anything  was 
known  as  to  the  effects  of  insectisides  on  the  germinating  power  of 
maize.  1  found  a  pamphlet  and  a  report  by  Dr.  Wade  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  give  me  the  best  information  though  the 
available  information  was  not  much  as  to  the  germination  of  the  maize, 
and  a  report  of  what  was  found  has  been  submitted. 

8  General  Work  ancl  Assistance  : — In  addition  to  analytical  work 
proper  the  general  supervision  of  the  Laboratory  and  clerical  work 
occupied  a  good  deal  of  time.  The  ordinary  clerical  work  consists  of 
the  preparation  of  the  monthly  vouchers,  registration  of  corres¬ 
pondence  and  samples  as  they  are  received  and  issued,  preparation 
of  reports,  indent  with  copies,  and  generally  keeping  all  books 
entered  up  to  date. 

One  of  the  two  native  assistants  qualified  by  examination  as  a 
dispenser  was  appointed  to  the  Badagry  Hospital  on  21st 
March  and  I  was  left  with  only  one  assistant  till  I  went  on  leave  in 
J  line,  when  he  was  promoted  as  a  Treasury  Clerk.  On  my  return  in 
November  two  new  assistants  were  required,  and  one  vacancy  was 
filled  on  the  1st  December,  the  second  at  the  end  of  the  year.  As 
these  natives  are  not  of  a  very  high  grade  educationally,  this  fact  in 
addition  to  so  much  changing  throws  so  much  of  the  more  rudimen¬ 
tary  work  on  to  me  that  the  utility  of  the  Laboratory  to  the  Colony 
is  much  diminished,  the  examination  of  many  of  the  samples  having 
to  be  delayed  for  some  considerable  time  and  certain  special 
examinations  which  I  have  been  instructed  to  do  having  to  remain 
undone,  until  a  suitable  opportunity  occurs.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  conditions  wilJ  soon  be  improved  so  that  more  work  may  be 
done  bv  the  Laboratory.
